Dwindle More Every Day. 


It is more than probable that the 
proposed Lincoln memorial highwa) 
from Washington to Gettysburg, will 
lie abandoned. A dispatch from Wash­ 
ington says that regard for United 
Suites Senator Cullom—“Uncle Shel­ 
by”—among his associates will almost 
certainly lead to the adoption of the 
Lincoln $2,000,000 memorial plan pro­ 
posed by the Federal Fine Arts Com­ 
mission. 
Not long ago sentiment in favor of 
building 
a 
great 
boulevard 
from 
Washington to (Gettysburg as a mem­ 
orial to Lincoln instead of the pro­ 
posed white marble edifice in Potomai 
Park at Washington, was very strong 
Commission be adopted by the House, 
But “Uncle Shelby” has been busy 
urging that the plan of the Fine 
Arts Commission be adopted by the 
House, as it has been by the Senate. 
He has pointed out to members that 
his race was almost run, that he would 
quit the political stage forever at the 
end of this Congress, and that the last 
request he had to make of his long­ 
time colleagues was that they should 
put through the bill sanctioning the 
erection of the Lincoln memorial be­ 
side the Potomac in Washington. 
He 
felt that this would be a sort of monu­ 
ment to the President, and when he 
was assured it would lie erected he 
would relinquish his place in public 
life without a single regret. 
These appeals of the venerable Sen­ 
ator from Lincoln’s State have caused 
the sentiment in favor of the Gettys­ 
burg Boulevard 
memorial 
plan 
to 
dwindle away, and now it seems al­ 
most certain the other plan will pre­ 
vail. 
The House library committee 
has put in a strong rejiort in favor of 
the Cullom plan and there seems lit­ 
tle doubt the bill will pass the House 
before the session ends.

Prem ier of France Who Was 


Elected President.

New President Challenged Ex-Premier 


Clemenceau to Duel Because of A l­ 


leged Insult. 


Versailles, France, Jan. 18.— Prem ier 
Raymond Poincare was elected presi­ 
dent of the French republic by the na­ 
tional 
assembly here atter he had 
threatened to fl^nt a duel with Georges 
Clemenceau, a noted political leade;. 
The premier went so far as to ap­ 
point Aristide Briand, minister of jus 
tice, and L. L. Klutz, tile minister of 
finance, as his sec onds to arrange a 
duel.

Clemenceau arose out of a letter sent 
by the former premier to M. Poincare, 
tile contents of which were considered 
offensive by M. Poincare.

At th*- request of Governor Sulzer, 
Attorney 
General 
Carmody made a 
statem ent In which he said he favored 
B randt's pardon, "not as a question of 
mercy, but as one of Justice.” 
He 
criticised th*- procedure through which 
Brandt was tried aud sentenced 
Mr. 
Carmody declared that the governor s 
action wiped out a “ blot on th e judi­ 
ciary of the state,” and showed ‘‘that 
there is nothing that can defeat the 
ends of justice.” 
United States Senator Knute Nel 
son, of Minnesota, w ho represented the 
United Swedish Societies of New York 
in the rase, also made a speech in 
which he characterized B randt’s sen 
fence as “Judicial tyranny.” Senator 
Nelson volunteered to take Brandt t i 
Minnesota, and at the suggestion of

He plans to accom pany the sena 
tor to W ashington before leaving for 
the west. 
The governor explained th at Brandt 
had promised to lead a better life lf 
released from prison, and added that 
Mr Schiff had declared he would not 
opp***** B randt's application for clem 
enc y unless if was based on “scanda 
Ions and malicious statem ents.”
